Proclamation 


Hon. Dr. J. D, Ross, Alberta 
Minister of Health, has announced 
ithait effective July 1st of this year, 
all residents of Alberta will be cov¬ 
ered by Alberta Medicare and that 
everyone must register for the Al¬ 
berta Health Care Insurance Plan 
by that date. 

'Benefits under the plan include 
all basic health services, which 
are medical, surgical and obstetri¬ 
cal coverage; specified oral surg¬ 
ery performed by a dental sur¬ 
geon; optometric refractive exam¬ 
inations, and chiropractic, pediat¬ 
ric and osteopathic services. 

To facilitate registration, mem¬ 
bers of group health insurance 
plans with M.S.I. or other carriers 
are being provided with the neces¬ 
sary forms by their group lead¬ 
ers. 

Persons enrolled on an individual 
basis with the Alberta Health Plan 
or M.S.I. are receiving registration 
forms by mail, and, where pos¬ 
sible, the same service is being 
provided for enrollees with other 
insurance companies. For those 
residents who are not included in 
any of these categories registra¬ 
tion forms are available at Treas¬ 
ury Branches, chartered banks, 
county and municipal district of¬ 
fices and hospitals. 

On registration, a resident re¬ 
ceives an identity card showing 
his name and registration number 
as well as those of his depend¬ 
ents. Anyone who fails to register 
is guilty of an offence and is 
liable to a fine. 

The annual premium for a single 
person under the plan is $60, for a 
family, $120. Group members will 
have their premiums collected 
monthly, individual registrants will 
pay quarterly. Payment is not 
made at the time of registration. 
All residents will be billed at a 
later date. 

Subsidies of one-half of the pre¬ 
mium payable are available to 
those whose taxable income (or the 
combined taxable income of him¬ 
self and his spouse) for the preced¬ 
ing year was not more than $500. 
Applications for subsidy will be 
printed on the first premium not¬ 
ice mailed to non-group mem¬ 
bers and will be available to group 
members through their group rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Recipients of assistance benefits 
from the Department of Social 
Development (formerly ithe Depart¬ 
ment of Public Welfare) will be 
automatically registered by the 
Commission and should not regist¬ 
er themselves. 

Practitioners who provide basic 
health services as listed under the 
Plan may submit a claim to the 
Commission or may bill the patient 
direct. If the latter, the Commis¬ 
sion will reimburse the patient. 

The Alberta Blue Cross Plan and 
private insurance companies may 
continue ito provide those health 
services not considered basic, such 
as ambulance, drugs, naturopathic 
services, prosthetic appliances and 
hospital benefits not included in 
the Alberta Hospitalization Bene¬ 
fits Plan, for an additional premi¬ 
um charge. 

A folder listing all details of the 
Alberta Health Care Insurance 
Plan has been distributed to all 
residences in the province. Any¬ 
one who has not received a copy 
can obtain one from those offices 
which distribute registration forms. 
For their own benefits, all Albert¬ 
ans are urged to read this inform¬ 
ative brochure carefully.

The campaign stresses the need 
for correct tire inflation, regular 
inspections of the driver’s contacts 
with the road and care in select¬ 
ing replacement tires. 

Tires that are too lim’d or too 
soft reduce the driver’s control of 
his vehicle because they’re not run¬ 
ning on the full tread. The right 
air pressure is set out in the own¬ 
er’s manual and in charts distrib¬ 
uted widely by the Council in co¬ 
operation with the Rubber Associ¬ 
ation of Canada. 

Proper tire inspection can pre¬ 
vent many dangerous tire failures 
caused by bald and damaged tires. 
When the tread gets worn down 
to a depth of l/16th of an inch, the 
tire should be replaced. 

Bald tires skid easily on wet 
surfaces. Adequate tread depth 
prevents aqua-planing, a danger¬ 
ous water-skiing effect caused by 
water forcing its way under bald¬ 
ing tires running on wet roads. 

The Council also alerts motorists 
to the danger of mixing tires of 
different designs—bias, radial and 
belted bias. They handle different¬ 
ly because they’re built differently. 

Knowing what to do about tire 
failures is important for safe driv¬ 
ing. A firm grip on the steering 
wheel will enable the driver to 
handle unexpected situations such 
as tire failure, skid or sudden 
change of direction with relative 
safety. 

Don’t be a one-finger driver. 

If by chance you do have a flat, 
don’t brake the car violently—let 
it coast to a stop then steer it 
completely off the road. Driv ing 
on a flat to a garage even for a 


short distance is dangerous be¬ 
cause the driver has less than full 
control. Tire makers also point 
out that two out of three tires run 
this way are damaged beyond re¬ 
pair.

Vegetable Varieties 
For The Freezer 

Be sure to plant only vegetable 
varieties that are recommended 
for freezing if you plan to store 
some of your garden produce in 
your freezer, advises the Alberta 
Dairy Branch’s food technology 
specialist K. J. Spiller. 

He stresses that not all vege¬ 
tables and fruit varieties are suit¬ 
able for freezing, and that anybody 
who wants to freeze them should 
consult one of the publications that 
lists varieties recommended for 
this purpose. Bulletins “Preserve 
By Freezing” and the “Alberta 
Horticultural Guide” both contain 
such lists. They are available from 
my office. 

Mr. Spiller says that vegetables 
should be frozen when they are in 
their prime for table use. Also, a 
minimum of time should be al¬ 
lowed to elapse between their be¬ 
ing picked and frozen. Since freez¬ 
ing is only a means of preserving 
vegetables, it will not improve then- 
quality. In fact, it can reduce their 
quality if it is not done properly. 

Mr. Spiller also warns against 
overloading your home freezer 
when storing your garden produce 
this summer. 

Overloading slows down the freez¬ 
ing process and reduces the qual¬
